Middle East 'American Foreign Policy Disaster"

WASHINGTON—The disaster to American 


foreign policy, increasingly visible in its stark 
and unrelieved nakedness, is all the more 
shocking.against the background of the per- 
sistent optimism that has come from every- 
one in the administration 
in recent months>. 


Part of this may be put 


down to what

Willkie o n c e dismissed 
as "campaign oratory." 
But it is more than that, 
since it involves in at 
least once major instance 
at the onset of the crisis 
over the Suez Canal what 
must seem in the light 
of subsequent events "a deliberate attempt 
to conceal the facts from the American pub- 
lic

ser, nationalized the canal, Secretary o! 
State John Foster Dulles was in Peru. He 
rushed back to Washington and then almost 
immediately to London. 


Returning a few days later, he let it b« 


known that he had been successful in re- 
straining the British and French from mili- 
tary action to seize the canal. He then pub- 
licly advertised this by proclaiming self- 
nghteously that we would not join in any 
effort to shoot our way through the Suez 
Canal. 


It is charitable (o assume that the .secretary 


actually belie\ed that his words had been in- 
strumental in preventing military action. But 
it is incredible that American intelligence, in 
all its costly ramifications—diplomatic, cen- 
tral intelligence agency and military—did not 
know the facts which rapidly became an open- 
ly-talketl-about but never-published national 
scandal. 


The Eden government fully intended to act 


in conjunction with the French to move into 
the canal zone and take over Operation of 
that vital waterway. It was thought this 
also would have the effect of bringing down 
Nasser and his dictatorship. For months 
French premier Guy Mollet and Foreign Min- 
ister Christian Pineau had been saying openly 
that the Nasser regime was intolerable in its 
mcitation to Arab revolt everywhere. 


What prevented the British from acting 


was their inability to move a sufficient force 
to do the job in short order. Forces in desert 
battle-dress were moved to ports with tanks, 
guns and full war equipment. The shipping 
wdc not available to transport them and there 
also arose serious difficulties with the re- 
serve troops called up in the emergency. 


What became painfully apparent to in- 


formed Britishers was that the defense struc- 
ture -which they thought their government 
was maintaining had shocking deficiencies. 


It could mot fuacU0B U put out one of the so- 
called brush fires tor which conventional 
arms *Mt »ot large scale nuclear weapons are 
necessary. Here, incidentally, leaving out all 
political and diplomatic considerations, is a 
lesson the United States might heed. 


Dulles put up to Britain and France a plan 


to short-circuit the canal and by economic 
sanctions eventually to bring Nasser down. 
This involved sizeable American aid to West- 
ern Europe to cushion the shock of paying 
for oil from the Western Hemisphere in dol- 
lars and to help meet the cost of rerouting 
tankers around Africa. Dulles, talking about 
Jong-term measures such as a new pipeline 
across Turkey, predicted the canal would 
become a dry ditch. 


To what degree did the French and British 


governments give genuine agreement to this 
proposal? Or did they seem to agree while all 
along intending to take military action m 


concert with the government of Israel? 
These are questions that cannot now be an- 
swered wifh any finality. 


Top American officials 
talfc indignantly 


of the evasiveness of our western allies. 
British and French diplomats here" insist that 
Dulles retreated further and further from 
his first proposal, watering it down so that 
it would have left Nasser not merely in 
control of the canal but m such a position 
of power and prestige as to push at once the 
expansion of his Arab empire. 


The British-French action has the look, not 


of an act of strength but of an act of despera- 
tion. Yet on Monday in his campaign tour in 
the South President Eisenhower painted a 
rosy picture of Western Europe moving to- 
ward greater economic cooperation, with the 
prospect that Britain would join in a customs 
union with Europe and thereby accelerate 
the economic growth of that area. 


The situation immediately confronting Brit- 


ain and Franc* leavei little team for thai 
kind of optimism. According to r«port» in 
New York, the British need for dollars is 
so great that they have begun to sell copper 
out of their stockpile. 


While French production has 
advanced 


rapidly in recent months, there is a serious 
threat of inflation in the way in which the 
government overextended in its attempt to 
pacify Algeria. Wide-spread violence has 
flared both in Tunisia and Morocco as a re- 
sult, of the French arrest by a ruse of five 
Algerian rebel leaders who had been on a 
visit in Morocco. 


To talk of how this crisis may or may not 


affect one side or the other in the political 
contest now fortunately soon to end is idle. 
The problems that confront the American 
government loom far above any transitory 
election advantage.

ed in his TV speech, these are the 
victories scored 
by 
the Soviet 


Union: 


'The first Communist victory is 


the establishment in the Middle 
East of the R u s s i a n influence 
which the czars sought in vain for 
centuries and which Communists 
have achieved in a few months. 


"The second Communist victory 


is the breakdown of the Western 
alliance. This has been a supreme 
objective of Soviet policy since the 
end of the second world war." 


This was Stevenson's answer to 


the President's address Wednes- 
day night, an address in which the 
President said: 


"In the ' circumstances • I have 


described there will be no United 
State involvement in the present 
hostilities." 


Stevenson said he had t h r e e 


points to make in his reply: 


"The first is that this series of 


failures could have been avert- 
ed—that they were in great part 
the result of ill considered 
and 


mistaken policies of this adminis- 
tration. 


"The second is that, this admin- 


istration not only made mistake 
after mistake in its Middle East- 
ern policy but has withheld" the 
consequences from the American 
people.

The British-French action has the look, not 
of an act of strength but of an act of despera­ 
tion. Yet on Monday in his campaign tour in 
the South President Eisenhower painted a 
rosy picture of Western Europe mov ing to­ 
ward greater economic cooperation, with the 
prospect that Britain would join in a customs 
union with Europe and thereby accelerate 
the economic growth of that area. 
The situatio n immediately co nfro nting Brit­ 


ain and France leav es little room for that 


kind of optimism. According to reports in 


New York, the British need for dollars is 
so great that they hfcv e begun to sell copper 
out of their stockpile.

threat of inflation in the way in which the 
gov ernment ov erex tended in its attempt to 
pacify Algeria. W ide-spread v iolence has 
flared both in Tunisia and Morocco as a re­ 
sult, of the French arrest by a ruse of fiv e 
Algerian rebel leaders who had been on a 
v isit in Morocco. 
To talk of how this crisis may or may not 
affect one side or the other in the political 
contest now fortunately soon to end is idle.

200 MILES ABOVE EARTH 


By ELTON C. FAY 


FT. CHURCHILL, Manitoba 


Up from an Arctic plains, scien- 
tists are sending the inquisitive 
nose of the rocket to sniff at the 
secret of space. 


The first of a scheduled "shoot" 


of 75 rockets which will probe as 
high as 200 miles into the frigid 
altitudes over Hudson Bay have 
been fired. 


These initial firings • are prelim- 


inary to the formal opening of the 
18-month long International. Geo- 
physical Year starting next July. 


More research rockets will be 


launched 
from

from any other of the many IGY 
centers operated by American sci- 
entists in the far parts of the 
world. 


In the past, most of the rocket 


research of the ionosphere has 
been conducted in the lower and 
warmer latitude of New Mexico. 
But now scientists have come to 
suspect that some of the best an- 
swers to questions about the ion- 
osphere's influence on 
weather 


and electrical communication sys- 
'tems may be found here.

lights." Scientists think these may 
be tell-tale lights which indicate 
the impact on the ionosphere of 
cosmic storms of high energy rays 
from the sun. And down across 
this are'a flow air masses from 
the far North Polar regions which 
set the pattern of weather for the 
farms and cities to the south. 


Dr. Joseph Kaplan, head of the 


American IGY program, and Lt. 
Gen. James M. Gavin, chief of 
U.S. Army Research and Develop- 
ment, came to Ft. Churchill the 
other day for the formal dedica- 
tion of the launching site. 


In an address at the ceremony, 


Dr. Kaplan noted that one of the 
purposes of IGY is to establish

conditions

W A S H I X G T O N — Only 
one 


stinging memory prevents an al- 
most universal forecast that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower will be re-elected 
next Tuesday. It is the vivid image 
of a re-elected President Truman 
in 1948 holding up the front page 
of the Chicago Tribune with the 
big, b l a c k 
headline, 
"Dewey 


Wins." 


It is not really unusual to give 


an incumoent President the best 
of t'ne betting, barring a depres- 
sion. What is unusual is the gen- 
eral feeling that this President, 
as in 1954, will break with prece- 
dent 
and get a Congress con- 


trolled by the opposite party. 


To prevent that has been the 


object of the 
Eisenhower cam- 


paigning now cut off by the crises 
in Europe and the Middle East.

there is danger of his own defeat.

Due

A member of Ike's team widely known to Ne­ 
braskans, a man who in recent y ears N e b r a s­ 
kans have come to look upon as one oi tin ir 
own, was discussing the electrical age on tele­ 
vision briefly Wednesday night. 


It will take a lot of selling on the part of Sec­ 
retary of Interior I red Seaton to convince us 
that he has given adequate time and study to get 
himself around the Eisenhower partnership pro­ 
gra m in the field of river basin development and 
America's broad program of the conservation of 


natural resources. 


Mr. Seaton spoke of this nation s mounting 
needs for cheap electricity in an electrical as*. 
That can be granted The cheaper the electricity , 
the greater Its use. Prime reason America's good 
neighbor to the north, Canada, found its public 
ownership and operation program in the develop­ 
ment of electricity so sound and popular, is lhat 
it recognized cheap electricity encouraged in­ 
creased use. Here in this country in any long- 
range program of river hasin development, there 
is the need for cheap power—the cheapest elec­ 
tricity America can produce*—and a comparable 
need for restoration of the nation's underground 


water table. 
★ 
We trust th at Secretary Seaton h as th e figures 
to fortify a statement wh ich h e made Wednes­ 
day nigh t. 
He gave th e Eisenh ower admin­ 
istration credit for adding more electricity to th e 
nation’s supply th an came 
th rough h y dro-electric devel­ 
opments in any like period 
of y ears preceding Ike’s term 
¡n uifice. 
A,i ' 
•' we t an 
say to Mr. Seaton is th at we’re from Missouri. 
We want to be sh own. He may be smitten with 
th is partnersh ip program wh ich th e Eisenh ower 
administration h as dusted off and submitted as 
someth ing new and original, but if h e is, th en 
h e h as forgotten th at vast region to th e west 
of th e Missouri River. 
We do riot develop a 
public power program for th e joy of putting 
private utilities out of business, and both th e 
President and h is secretary of interior sh ould 
know it. Th e only justification for th e multiple- 
purpose dam and th e electricity produced by it 
is to defray a part of th e cost of putting water 
on th e land in a program to conserve every drop 
of flood and waste w’aters possible and in th e 
growing season of sum m er to utilize th ose wa­ 
ters for growing crops.

Costly U ndertakings 


If we’re going to conserve water in the most 
effective, efficient sense in semi-arid regions, 
then we must have huge reservoirs. 
Shallow 
ponds in times of drought lose so much through 
evaporation, so that coupled with the limitations 
upon storage itself, we cannot place any de­ 
pendence upon such structures for a dependable 
water supply . 
The huge reservoir means the 
large dam. And the large dam represents an 
investment running into the millions of dollars. 
But the basis lor developing the multiple-pur- 
pose dam is that in this rogion of light rainfall 
where Irrigation is such a vital part of a suc­ 
cessful agriculture, costs of irrigation can he re­ 
duced by utilizing a part of the profits of elec­ 
tricity . Surely Secretary Seaton understands this 
principle which in terms of river basin devel­ 
opment is as old as the hills themselves. 


★ 
Two y ears ago th e National Reclamation As­ 
sociation, h eaded by a staunch Republican, C. 
Petrus Peterson of Lincoln, was disturbed by th e 
lack of new starts upon large dam s 
and h uge 
reservoirs. 
It was discreet in setting forth its 
position publicly but any one fa­ 
miliar with th e affairs of th e as­ 
sociation knew th at th ere was a 
feeling 
th at 
President 
Eisen­ 
h ower was neglecting river basin 
development as America h ad come to know it. 
As a m easure of conservation, th e Hope-Aiken 
bill designed to meet th e req uirements of up­ 
stream flood prevention and conservation is no 
substitute for th e multiple-purpose dam. 
Th ere 
is no contribution to irrigation as a result of stor­ 
age limited to 5,000 acre-feet. Th ose small ponds 
in 
th e 
h eat of sum m er in th is area of th e Great 
North American Plains dry up under th e ray s of 
a h ot sun, lose as much as 30 per cent of stored 
waters by evaporation. 
Neith er do th ose small 
lakes lend th emselves to any program wh ich h as 
th e development of electricity as one of its ob­ 
jectives. 
Th e private utilities of tins country 
know it. Th e President, h is secretary of interior, 
and oth er m em bers of Ike’s team sh ould know it. 


Fewer New 
Starts 


O ne Exam ple 


To meet charges by those interested in the 
public power program, Mr. Seaton said that 
since Ike took office, there had been more kilo­ 
watts of electricity added to tin* nation’s sup­ 
ply Ilian under his predecessor. Vie haven't (he 
slightest doubt but what Mr. Seaton recognizes 
(hat any hy dro-electric development of the mag­ 
nitude of those that have been constructed on 
the streams of this country cannot be completed 
overnight. It Is a job of y ears. And in most eases 
involving new sources of electrical supply by 
utilizing the nation’s rivers, the job 
is a three or 
toujr-y ear undertaking.

Legal No tices 
Lincoln, Neb. 
To th e editor of Th e Lincoln Star: 
I am writing to urge my fellow 
citizens to vote with out fail for 
th e amendment to th e city ch arter 
dealing with th e publication of le­ 
gal notices. Th is amendment was 
rejected by th e voters at th e last 
June 
election 
partly 
because it 
was on th e same ballot with over­ 
wh elmingly 
opposed 
bond 
pro­ 
posals, but even more for lack of 
information and ex planation need­ 
ed to understand wh y its adoption 
is 
absolutely 
necessary to keep 
th e wh eels of government going 
and aiso th e nature of its provi­ 
sions. Th at lack I sh all now try 
to supply because th e voters h ave 


a righ t to ex pect it. 
Th e 
present 
ch arter 
provision 
dating back to th e y ear 1885 re­ 
q uires th e publication of th e an­ 
nual budget, all ordinances and 
oth er legal notices in a newspa­ 
per at th e fantastically outdated 
cost of not more th an 25 cents 
per sq uare tor 10 single column 
lines i. For many y ears th e Lincoln 
newspapers h ave publish ed th ese 
notices at a 
distinct loss as a 
public service. Now, h owever, be­ 
cause of th e greatly increased cost 
of labor and newsprint, th e loss 
h as mounted to such a point th at 
th ey 
h ave definitely declined to 
continue th is losing proposition be­ 
y ond nex t week’s election day . An 
earlier date was first set but wh en 
th e wh eels of government 
were 
th reatened with a stop pending th e 
h olding of a costly special election 
for a second vote, th e newspapers 
generously came to th e relief of 
th e city administration and also 
th e tax pay ers by 
ex tending 
th e 
time limit until th e nex t regular 
election. 
Herewith follows a brief sum­ 
mary of th e provisions of 
t h e 
amendment and th eir effect: 


First, it removes th e ban on pay ­ 
ing more th an 25 cents per sq uare 
and provides for a y early con'.ract 
with a newspaper for publish ing 
legal notices at an agreed upon 
price. 
Nex t, it guards against any such 
future crisis, or emergency , and 
also any ex cessive cost of news­ 
paper 
publication by auth orizing 
th e City Council wh en deemed ad­ 
visable 
to substitute 
publication 
by posting on an official city bul­ 
letin board. 
Finally , it not only opens th e 
door for th e city to pay a fair 
price 
for 
newspaper 
publication 
of legal notices, but also actually 
saves money for th e city tax pay ­ 
ers. It does th is in two way s— 
first, by auth orizing publication of 
many 
notices by 
posting at no 
cost wh atever; second, by dras­ 
tically reducing th e ex cessive num­ 
ber of publications now req uired - 
many publications at 25 cents a 
sq uare cost more th an a single 
one at SI a sq uare. For ex ample, 
10 publications of a th ree-sq uare 
notice would cost $7.50 at th e 25- 
cent rate, wh ile one 
publication 
at a $1 rate would cost only $3, 
th us saving $4.50,

"Section 4. The City Clerk shall, during the month of June 


in each year, advertise for proposals for publishing in a legal 
newspaper of general circulation in the city, all public adver- 
tisements, notices, ordinances and all other matters on account 
of the city, for a period of one year. Whenever deemed ad- 
visable the city council may: by resolution, order^any notice 
or advertisement to be published in one or more papers in 
addition to the official newspaper.

the contrary, in case of the refusal or neglect of any such 
newspaper to advertise public notices at rates acceptable to 
the city council, or in any case where directed by the city 
council, in lieu of and in place of newspaper publication, such 
notices shall be posted on "the official bulletin board of the 
city, which shall be maintained in a conspicuous place at the 
city hall on which shall be kept such notices required to be 
published by law under proper classified headings, to wit:
